Medicare and federal restrictions apply 
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CTA to double speed 
of downtown buses

A long-awaited project designed to more 
than double the 3-mph average speed of 
CTA buses traveling across the middle 
of downtown will be called Loop Link. 
RedEye had reported last month that crews 
were set to break ground in March, and city 
officials are set to announce Monday that 
construction of bus-only lanes and rapid 
transit-style boarding stations is set to begin 
in two weeks. 

The roughly 2-mile bus rapid transit area 
will serve Washington, Madison, Clinton 
and Canal streets and will debut late this 
year, when the bulk of the $31.8 million 
construction project is completed, Chicago 
Department ofTransportation officials said. 

Work on the overall project, however, will 
stretch into next year and result in tempo- 
rary lane reductions, according to CDOT 
Those will start March 16, on portions of 
Madison and Clinton, followed by Washing- 
ton and Canal and Jackson Boulevard in the 
spring, and on Randolph Street starting in 
late summer. 

A parallel goal involves reorganizing 
downtown streets so that all users, whether 
on foot or bicycle or behind the wheel, have 
their own space, officials said. 

For its part, the CTAs Loop Link service 
is aimed at significantly faster times for bus 
trips of roughly a mile or so through the 
congested downtown for more than 21,000 
commuters each weekday including thou- 
sands of Metra riders who connect to CTA 
buses at Union Station, Ogilvie Transporta- 
tion Center and other Metra stations. 

At stake with Loop Link is whether bus 
rapid transit catches on in Chicago. Beyond 
the roughly 18 months of construction, gen- 
eral traffic on several Loop streets perma- 
nently will lose at least one lane to buses op- 
erating on the dedicated 24-hour bus lanes. 

“The central Loop BRT {bus rapid tran- 
sit] has got to come out of the box as some- 
thing that people are impressed with and 
that they can really feel the change. And not 
only bus riders, but also motorists and oth- 
ers who today face a kind of chaotic mess 
on downtown streets,” said Peter Skosey 
executive vice president at the Metropoli- 
tan Planning Council and an advocate of the 
project. 

The Emanuel administration’s plans to 
launch bus rapid transit on Ashland Avenue, 
a program that would reduce street parking 


and eliminate left-hand turns, already has 
made some Chicago residents wary of the 
broader idea. 

City officials expressed confidence that 
everybody stands to gain from a better orga- 
nized street layout. They say Loop Link will 
result in more efficient travel downtown for 
bus riders, that pedestrians will feel safer 
crossing streets, drivers will find it easier to 
make left and right turns, and bicyclists will 
have new, protected bike lanes on Washing- 
ton, Randolph and Clinton streets. 

“This is about modernizing the overall 
experience of these downtown corridors to 
accommodate more people and move them 
more quickly,” said Chicago Transportation 
Commissioner Rebekah Scheinfeld, who 
is scheduled to present Loop Link during 
a speech to the City Club of Chicago on 
Monday 

CTA officials hope to eventually build a 
bus rapid transit network consisting of nu- 
merous routes to improve access to jobs and 
give Chicago an advantage over other Mid- 
western cities for tourism, residents and 
businesses. 

The city has committed to spend a total 
of about $150 million on Loop Link and 
other transit enhancements in the down- 
town area. 

One of those other projects is a bus tran- 
sit center on what is currently a parking lot 
south of Jackson Boulevard at Union Sta- 
tion. CDOT is set to announce Monday 
that it has awarded a $20.1 million contract 
to EH Paschen Construction Co. to build 
the facility starting in April. The bus termi- 
nal will provide an off-street staging point 
for CTA buses that currently contribute to 
traffic tie-ups on Canal. The total cost of 
the transit center, including land acquisition 
and design, is estimated at $41.5 million, ac- 
cording to CDOT. 

On the CTA Loop “L’ structure, mean- 
while, CDOT is preparing to start demo- 
lition of the MadisonA)^abash station on 
March 16, officials said. Wabash will be 
closed to vehicle traffic between Wash- 
ington and Madison starting March 9, of- 
ficials said, adding that all businesses and 
sidewalks on Wabash will remain accessible 
during the 18 -month project. The estimated 
$75 million project also will eliminate the 
RandolphA)(^abash station and replace the 
two outdated stations with a larger station 
at WashingtonA)(^abash.

Northwestern professor 
has stellar Spock collection

There’s a bit of a point to David Tolchinsky’s 
left ear. He can part his fingers in classic Spock 
style, a feat he said he’s never had to practice. 
“It comes naturally” he trumpeted. 

Add to the list that Tolchinsky was a shy 
kid who never quite felt like he belonged, and 
it’s no wonder that the Northwestern Univer- 
sity professor has a Spock collection that could 
make children and adults jealous. 

“I think he spoke to the nerd in all of us,” 
Tolchinsky said. “Spock was the outsider, 
someone from another planet who was visit- 
ing this world who, in some ways, felt like he 
wanted to fit in, but he couldn’t fit in. He was 
someone who was smart, but he was also physi- 
cally powerful.” 

Tolchinsky was 5 when cousins introduced 
him to Leonard Nimoy as the half-human, half- 
Vulcan, logic-driven character on “Star Trek.” 


Almost 50 years later, he’s still mesmerized. 

Nimo/s death on Friday wasn’t tragic, Tol- 
chinsky said, because he lived such a long and 
interesting life that inspired generations. 

Arranged in Tolchinsky’s office are Spock 
statuettes, display plates and action figures 
(“Never call them dolls,” he warned). 

He teetered between embarrassment and 
ownership of his passion, eventually settling on 
pride, in part because of his professional back- 
ground. Tolchinsky is the chairman of North- 
western’s department of radio, TV and film and 
director of the master of fine arts in writing for 
screen and stage. 

“Nimoy defined this character that was 
partly silly partly profound, partly very logical 
and flat, and partly tortured and infantile,” Tol- 
chinsky said. ‘As a screenwriter, I can’t imagine 
a better character, ^u never know which way 
he’s going to go.”

The Log Cabin Republicans, a 38 -year-old 
organization that had unsuccessfully sought a 
charter from the state party several times in 
the past, received the formal imprimatur on a 
861-293 vote at the party’s biannual convention 
in Sacramento. 

Brandon Gesecki, a delegate from Car- 
mel who supported the effort, said the vote 
showed how much the party in California has 
changed in recent years. 

“It would have been the complete opposite 
15 years ago,” said Gesecki, who also turned in 
a proxy vote from former Lt. Gov Abel Maldo- 
nado supporting the recognition. “The fringe 
does not control the party anymore. We truly 


are a big tent once again.” 

Charles Moran, chairman of the Log Cabin 
group, was visibly emotional after the vote. 

“I’m personally overwhelmed,” he said. 

He and his supporters had cited the work 
that his members did in several competitive 
election contests last year to argue that the 
group deserves a party charter. 

The group’s effort received support from 
longtime GOP leaders, including national 
committee member Shawn Steel. But it faced 
opposition from social conservatives, who said 
the move violated the party’s values, platform 
and bylaws. 

The Sunday debate and vote count took 
nearly an hour— and at times grew testy 
prompting state party chairman Jim Brulte to 
admonish: “Everyone take a deep breath.”

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Sharp addresses 'false rumors

Fiction destroys science 



It’s amazing how 
silly a movie can seem 
when it doesn’t do the 
necessary work to sus- 
pend your disbelief. 
Suddenly an enter- 
taining vision of an

That’s the case with “The Lazarus Effect,” 
partly because it’s a load of PG-13 -rated, 
why-must-there-always-be-a-demon horror 
claptrap, and partly because 60 percent of the 
main roles are miscast. Awkwardly squeezed 
into the part of an intellectual leader, expert 
slacker/underdog/goofball Mark Duplass 
(“The League”) stars as Frank, the head of a 
group of medical graduate students laughing 
in the face of caution and ethics while using 
an experimental serum to try reanimating 
animals. Because characters in movies like 
this have to be morons, of course the first 
thought after bringing a dog back from the 
dead is, “Let’s take him home!” And when

A rather shocking stylistic change for 
“Jiro Dreams of Sushi” director David Gelb, 
the poorly named, 77-minute “The Lazarus 
Effect” comes from a first-time writer and an- 
other whose only previous big-screen credit is 
20o8’s justifiably forgotten horror flick “Shut- 
ter,” starring Joshua Jackson. They include yet 
another mention of what happens when the 
human brain functions on more than 
10 percent power, a la “Limitless” and “Lucy” 
Attempted scares include loud noises and 
stuff predictably jumping out of nowhere. It 
would be difficult to care less about all this. 

By the way the other miscast role is Donald 
Glover, so reliable when bringing the humor 


out of cluelessness, as a med student with a 
crush on Zoe. Only Evan Peters (“X-Men: 
Days of Future Past”), as the team’s big- 
gest personality and Sarah Bolger (the “In 
America” child star who now looks like a 
young Ellen Pompeo), as the documentarian 
capturing the group’s work, lend credibility to 
an increasingly absurd situation. 

“%u have no idea what you’ve done, but 


you will,” one character inevitably declares, 
suddenly with eyes like coal and a bad temper 
that could have been expected under the 
circumstances. Hey emotions make even the 
sharpest minds do foolish things, I guess. But 
the only reflection inspired by “The Lazarus 
Effect” and its discussions of nightmares and a 
doomed afterlife will be, “Why the hell didn’t 
we see ‘Focus’?”
